Ordinary dark glasses, sunglasses or smoked glass are con­ 
sidered unsafe for sighting or focusing on the sun during eclipse, 
incurable burns of the retina of the eye can occur. 
Viewing the eclipse through exposed black and white photo­ 
graphic film is equally dangerous. 
There is no safe way to look directly at the eclipse. A 10- 
second glance can cause permanent injury. 
Play safe, watch it on TV.

CANCER DRUG 
CANNOT BE 
DISTRIBUTED 


WASHINGTON <AP^~The gov­ 
ernment 
officially 
notified 
tho 
maker of tho controversial drug 
Krebiozen thnt interstate delivery 
of the product now is illegal. 
The letter to Dr. Stevan Duro- 
vie of Chicago was written by 
Boisfeuillet .Tones, special assist- 
ant for health and medical affairs 
to the secretary of health, educa­ 
tion and welfare. 
It notee that Dr. Dumvic had 
requested a clinical test of the 
drug and added that he had not 
cooperated 
in 
the 
investigation 
preceding such a test. 
CLAIM BEN EFITS 
Backers of the drug contend it 
has been beneficial in the treat­ 
ment of cancer. This is disputed 
by the Amreican Medical Associ­ 
ation. 
Because of what he termed Dr. 
Durovic's failure 
to cooperate, 
Jones wTote him that the depart­ 
ment's knowledge of the composi­ 
tion and method of manufacture 
of krebio/en was incomplete 
He added: "The limited infor­ 
mation obtained by our represen­ 
tatives, however, indicates such 
lack of normal precautions in the 
initial stage of manufacture that 
we would not be warranted in ad­ 
ministering a product so manu­ 
factured to patients for whose 
2are the public health service is 
responsible." 
ASK L IM IT ED USE 
Dr. Dupovic has fil<*d suit in 
Chicago to stop what he called 
the harassment of the Food ami 
Drug Administration in its inves­ 
tigation of the drug. 
"We flatly reject your accusa­ 
tions of abuse, harassment and 
broken agreements," Jones wrote 
him. 
Jones said Dr. Durov ic had re 
fused to meet the reasonable and 
necessary conditions for a clinical 
test and "these conditions have 
been made known to you re|>cat 
edly." 
TURN TO COURTS 
The drug had been distributed 
under an experimental status. Its 
sponsors filed a plan for distribu­ 
tion, required by June 7 under the 
new law. But last weekend Dr 
Durovic withdrew his plan. 
Jones said the withdrawal auto­ 
matically made illegal the contin 
ued interstate distribution of kre- 
biozen, 
An aide to Sen. Paul H. Dong 
las, D-Illl., said the senator was 
drafting legislation to urge that 
interstate distribution be continued 
"at least to patients who believe 
their lives depend on it" until a 
fair test of krebiozen by the Na­ 
tional Institutes of H e a l t h has 
been completed.
